was ordered. The second was an appli- 
cation on the. part of the commission for 
an injunction against the railroads pro- 
hibiting them from refusing to lower 
the rates. 


Several weeks were consumed by the 


introduction of expert testimony and the 
court considered the evidence for two 
weeks..

In his decision Judge Bethca said in 


part: 
"It was the opinion of the commission 


that the relation of rates enforced by 
the defendants were higher on live stock 
than upon dressed mcatsd or prepare 
products of cattle nnd hogs from points 
on the Missouri, river, and" South St.

The avalanche season in Switzerland is 


almost over, but from all directions come 
tales of death and wholesale destruction 
wrought by enormous falls of melting 
snow, broken ice and torrents of half- 
frozen muddy debris, containing .huge 
blocks of stone, whole trunks of trees 
and solid masses of serac and glacier. 


The damage already done is immense. 


Within thc past few weeks many forests, 
villages and mountain railways have been 
swept away, buried or destroyed. Ava- 
lanchcs have a curious knack of falling 
on the same ground year after .year, and 
avalanche-breakers arc often built to pro- 
tect surrounding life and property as far 
ns possible. Iu many places avalanche- 
breakers in the form of triangular atone 
walls have been erected to protect whole 
villages. There is a breaker of this sort 
at Fravrcnki-ch, near Davos, where thc 
wall of the church is BO constructed that, 
should an avalanche sweep down upon it, 
the solid, pointed, plough-like edge of the 
wall would cut and divide the avalanche 
and turn it harmlessly aside. Rough tim- 
ber fences, small zig-zag stone walls, and 
even rows of stakes across steep slopes 
are used by the Swiss peasants as pro- 
tections.

Hilda which left 
Southampton 
Friday 


night for St. Ma.lo, France, and was to- 
tally wrecked on Les Povtes reef, outside 
the Jardin lighthouse yesterday morning 
with the loss of over a hundred lives, 
give a graphic description of the disaster. 
Owing to the rough sea together with a 
thick snow storm, the captain of the Hil- 
da probably took the buoy light of the 
rocks for the St. Malo lighthouse. He 
gave signals which were not seen by har- 
bor employes and (hen the steamer pro- 
ceeded slowly towards the light. When 
the Hilda struck the rocks the steamer's 
boilers exploded and she was cut in two, 
giving the passengers no time to save 
their lives. 
Seven bodies wearing life 


belts were stranded off the village of St. 
Cast yesterday evening. The coast near 
St. Malo is covered with wreckage and 
some cattle. 


LOST SELVES AND MONEY. 


Two-thirds of the Hilda's passengers 


were French farmers returning to France 
with heavy sums in gold from the sale of 
their yearly harvest of onions and pota- 
toes. The others were English families 
who were going to spend the winter at 
Dinnrd. 
The wreck lies on the beach 


tliree miles off St. Mnlo showmg.aiily her 
mainmast and forecastle. i A correspond- 
ent of the 'Matin"went to the scene of the 
wreck on a government steamer with the 
local officials. They picked up five bodies 
which ware entangled in the rigging of 
the Hilda.

ing which Sasso bit off Sylvester's nose, 
'spit it out on the floor and then com- 
menced at bis thumb; that Mrs. Sylves- 
ter came to her husband's rescue and 
pulled Mike off and that Sylvester then 
chased the crowd out with a ball bat. 
Then Mrs. Sasso and other female com- 
panions broke in the windows of the 
front of the saloon after the door was 
locked, and flourished knives. 


On the other hand Sasso and his 


crowd, swore that Sylvester first attack- 
ed Sasso with the 
baseball 
bat 
and 


knocked him down and that Sasso was 
obliged to defend himself the best he 
could and did the biting. 


The following morning the piece of

BODY FOUND NEAR TRACK 


Unknown Man Killed by Train 


a Little North ot Corliss 


Station. 


Shortly after 7 o'clock last night the 


mangled body of an unknown man was 
discovered ou the tracks of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railway, a short 
distance north of Corliss station. 
Both 


legs were cut off and strewn along the 
track and the body generally mangled. 
It was picked up and removed to the 
freight house of the Railway company. 
Justice John Lee was notified and took 
charge of the remains. The clothing on 
the body was searched and not a single 
scrap of paper was found whereby iden- 
tification could be established. 


It was not even known whether the 


man was killed while making an attempt 
to boar.d a freight or passenger train, or 
perhaps was walking on the track and hit 
by some passing train. He was dressed 
as a laboring mail and the impression 
prevailed that it was the body of a track 
worker, but this idea was only specula- 
tion. 


Justice Lee proceeded to empanel a 


jury and an inquest was held this morn- 
ing. 


The inquest held by Justice Lee de- 


veloped that the name of the unfortu- 
nate man was Fred Hallignn of Chicago, 
35 years old, employed as railway labor- 
er for the Chicago, Milwaukee i St. Paul 
Railway Co. He came from Chicago on 
October 14 and has been with a gang 
near Oakwood. How he happened to be 
on the track and what train struck him 
is not known. When found both legs 
were cut off; he was still alive and lived 
twenty minutes after Dr. Pcehn arrived, 
but could not tell anvthing about him- 
self. 


The jury rendered a verdict of acci- 


dental death and exonerated the railway 
company. The body was talcen in charge 
by the Beffcl Furniture Co. Justice Lee 
is making an effort to lind relatives if 
posiiibls/' If unsuccessful the mody must 
be buried by the county.

CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—Judge Bethe» in 


the United State* circuit court decided 
that the order issued by the interstate 
commerce commission directing that tha 
railroad rates on live stock between the 
Missouri river and Chicago be lowered in 
conformity with the rates on dressed 
beef was illegal. 


The Chicago Great Western and seven- 


teen railroad corporations were the de- 
fendants in two suits brought by the in- 
terstate commerce commission. 
The fir»fc 


related to the decision of the commission 
in which the lowering of the rates on, 
live stock to a point where they would 
conform with the rates oil dressed beef 
was ordered. The second was an appli- 
cation on the part of the commission for 
an injunction against the railroads pro- 
hibiting them from refusing to lower 
the rates. 


Several weeks were consumed by the 


introduction of expert testimony and the 
court considered the evidence for two 
weeks.. 


BODY WITHOUT POWER. 


In his decision Judge Bethea said ill 


part: 


"It was the opinion of the commission 


that the relation of rates enforced by 
tin; defendants were higher on live stock 
than upon dressed meatsd or 
prepare 


products of cattle and hogs from points 
on the Missouri river, and' South St. 
Paul. Minn., to Chicago and that the 
rates as maintained constituted a deter- 
mination in violation of the provisions of 
the act to regulate commerce. The rail- 
roads declined to obey the order of the 
commission directing them to equalize 
the rates and the two suits were brought 
by the commission seeking to compel the 
defendant corporations to heed the rul- 
ing of the commission." 


In summing up tbe case Judge Bethea 


declared that there was no evidence of 
collusion on the part of the railroads 
and that the rates on live stock were not 
a discrimination. He held further that 
the interstate commerce decree was not 
binding on the railroads and that the 
commission h.ul not the power to com- 
pel the railroads to obey their rulings.

Record of William !>• McPherson of Ritchie 


Rivals That of Jan«»vllle Soldier. 


In the columns of the Journal a short 


time ago an account of an old soldier 
who" died at 
Janesville, appeared, in 


which it wns claimed he was the young-' 
cst soldier of the civil war, his age being 
i(j years when .he died and tlmt he was 
111 years old when he entered the. service- 
It is now 44 years since, the beginning oJ 
the war. 
Forty-four 
and sixteen are 


sixty, so this man must have entered 
the service in 1805, the closing year of 
thc war. 


William D. McPherson of this city en- 


tered the war when but 17, in 1801. He 
was born in Raymond, Racine county, on 
24th day of September, 1844, and enlist- 
ed on the 14th day of September, 1861, 
at Racine, Wis., in Co. K, Eighth ;Ke'gi- 
meiit. Wisconsin Volunteer Infantry. He 
served the full term of three years as 
private in said company. The records in 
the adjutant general's office in Madis'on, 
show that Mr. McPherson took part dur- 
ing his time in the"following battles: 
Fre.deriskstown, Mo.,' October 22, 1801; 
Now Kladrid Island, !No. 10, Farniin^toii, 
Miss., May 9th, 1802; Corinth, Miss., 
May 28th, 1862, and October 3d and 4th, 
1802; campaigns Vicksburg, Miss., Ray- 
mond, Mississippi Springs, Jauksou, Miss.,

Miss., Richmond, Louisiana and capture 
of Vicksburg, July 4, 1803. 


Mr. McPhersoii was discharged on the 


10th day of September, 1SU4, at Chattan- 
ooga, Tenn., and returned to Racine on 
the 23d day of March, 1S05; re-enlisted 
in Co. C, Ninth Regiment, IT. &., for one 
year and was. discharged at Washington, 
D. C., on the 23d day of March, 180U, as 
orderly sergeant of Co. C. He was 61 
years old on the 24th of September last.
